Sec 3 .A. (2) "impede" can mean "to stop" and the idea conveyed 
by the sentence 1 s that Haiphong has been partially tettaWSr. We 
believe that traffic moving on of Haiphong has been slowed down 
and that more effort is requir d to move it, but there is no indi- 
cation that goods are piling v i in Haiphong since the land routeo 
have been interdicted. A time period should be given for the daily 

average tonnage through Haipht ng. During the first ten months of 19 67 
identified seaborne imports tb 'ough Haiphong have been less than 4,100 
short tons per day.

It is extremely doubtful if such interdictions as 
Viet Tri Railroad/Highway Bridge would be repaired in a "few weeks".

The Vinh line 3 estimated to have an uninterdicted 
capacity of 500 STHD, n<>t 200 oTHD.
